In an interview w ith a News Review 
representative, County Commissioner 
J 
H. French, who is a position to 
tpcak with full knowledge of the tax 
question in &ast Liverpool, said: 
"The state board 
of 
equalization 
should not be blamed. There was nev 
e r a valid argum ent for a lower aggre­ 
gate valuation of the city’s property 
offered. 
Perhaps there m ight 
have 
been reasons advanced for an increase 
of valuation in the cities of Salem 
and W ellsville, as their appraised val­ 
ues seem to be about 36 and 38 per 
'tn t respectively against 46 per cent 
in E ast Liverpool, while in the county 
' ' utside of clues and villages the val- 
( Jation was 66 per cent of the sales aa 
©turned. 
“As only eight mills of the city’s 
27.80 mills are paid in common with 
the other taxable divisions of 
the 
county, the injustice, if any exists, ap­ 
plies to only a small fraction of the 
tax collected. 
“Because the aggregate valuation, or 
j 
0 the tax duplicate, has been materially 
increased in any £ity over a former 
one is no argum ent that it is now too 
U gh. 
“No board of equalization would or 
should consider that. 
“The fact is, the burden of taxation 
In East Liverpool is notoriously 
distributed. 
The over burdened ones 
seem to be the owners of small homes 
and tbd remedy is in their ow n hands 
l f the council that they elect will ap­ 
point a board of equalization that will 
equalize, no one will need to complain 
of over taxation in E ast Liverpool. 
"So long as a great part of the bus 
iness blocks and m anufactories escape 
1 
with 20 or 25 per cent valuation, the 
other and less 
valuable 
properties 
must, from necessity, pay more than 
their share. 
"In all seriousness I think the city 
is paying a heavy penalty for rem iss­ 
ness. 
"At a primary election for re o rd e r, 
treasurer, or some county office that 
in no way afreets their financial inter­ 
ests, they can m uster 
about 
3,000 
votes; while in nom inating a land ap 
praiser who establishes their tax ba 
for a decade, I think they only re- 
turned about 200 or 300. 


“ J am convinced that the present 
council is in sympathy with the over­ 
burdened class, and if they make Judi­ 
cious selections for the next and each 
succeeding annual board of equaliza­ 
tion, jhe wors-t feature of the present 
In justftt will vanish.’*

Western wild cats seem to be in for 
a general round-up, says the Insurance 
Post The dearth of insurance facili 
ties has encouraged their 
predatory 
prowlings, and they have become such 
a general nuisance that the insurance 
officials of a number of western states 
have got after them all at once. 
Illinois haa an evil reputation as the 
chief breeding place of these matador 
ous felines. 
Futile efforts have been 
made in the past to drive them out 
and tho new adm inistration of the in­ 
surance departm ent promises to make 
this one of Its chief endeavors. But it 
ts the Illinois wild cats, and the nests 
of them with merely nominal 
head­ 
quarters elsewhere which are really 
operated 
from 
Chicago, that 
arc 
bringing disgrace upon the state and 
•ta insurance interests, and should re 
celve 
the chief attention of the otn 
dais. 
New methods of legal proved 
lire are being looked up, and in 
the 
meantime the departm ent is preparing 
a list, already of astonishing propor­ 
tions, which it proposes to publish as u 
warning to the public against these un 
authorized, unregulated and unreliable 
concerns. 
Other states are moving in the same 
direction. Ohio has got after a fellow 
who was selling the policies of defunct 
wild cats, although they were no worse 
for being dead, and sent him to the 
penitentiary for using the mails to de 
fraud. Kentucky is seeking to restrain 
the unadmitted companies as much as 
possible by suing their policy holders 
for the taxes that should have beoo 
paid on their premiums. 
Much of this activity is futile, to be 
sure, but it is better than allowing so 
great an evil to go unmolested, and 
at least it will advertise the unworthi­ 
ness of these concerns to the world.

ans aud McGee claimed the money. 
Both men became 
very uugry, and 
McGee in a tit of passion is said to 
have struck Evans across tho 
face 
Evans stalled for the door, 
saying: 
’T il get even with you, McGee. Just 
wait uutll I come back.” 
No attention was paid to tho threat, 
until about an hour inter, when a rap 
was heard on the door. Frank Atkins 
opened tho door and in walked Evans. 
McGee was warned not to enter the 
room by several friends, but he said 
ho didn’t think Evans 
meant 
any 
harm. 
Evans jerked a revolver from his hip 
pocket and beforo any person could 
interfere, fired. 
McGee tottered, 
but 
regained his foothold, aud,

before 
Evans had sent two more bullets to­ 
ward McGee, both of which were im­ 
bedded in the walls.
